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DANIEL’S 


PRAYER

(Sermon preached Sunday night, 


June 8, 1941, over Old Fashioned 


Revival Hour. Stenographically Reported.) 


Everyone who can, please take 
his or her Bible and turn to the 
ninth chapter of the book of Dan- 
iel. Daniel is in the Old Testament, 
and be ready for the message of 
the evening. I am going to speak 
on Daniel’s prayer. In the ninth 
chapter of Daniel, let’s feast upon 
the good things therein. In verse 
19 of, this remarkable chapter we 
have one of the greatest prayers 
ever recorded in the Bible. Dan- 
iel was a young man around the 
age of eighteen. He was taken cap- 
tive to Babylon some years pre- 
vious to chapter nine. He was 
among those carried away in cap- 
tivity when Nebuchadnezzar came 
and sacked and laid Jerusalem in 
ruins about 606 B. C. We learn al- 
so from chapter one that Daniel 
was a fine outstanding young man 


' jn whom there was no blemish. 


He was well favoured and skill- 
ful in all wisdom, and cunning in 
knowledge and understanding sci- 
ence, and such as had ability in 
them to stand in the king’s palace. 
Truly Daniel was a_ separated 
young man with a set purpose in 
his heart to stand true and _ loyal 
to his convictions and to his God, 
even in the midst of licentious, ori- 
enta! palace life. As years went on 
it pleased God to reveal to Dan- 
iel the world’s history of that great 
period known as “the times of the 
Gentiles.”” When Nebuchadnezzar 
swept down upon Jerusalem and 
sacked the city and led the Israel- 
ites away into captivity, the gov- 
ernmental authority was taken out 
of the hands of the Israelites and 
transferred into the hands of Gen- 
tile ‘world power. Israel was set 
aside, cast away. Some day Is- 


rael will be restored to power again. 
Instead of being as she now is, the 
tail nation, she will be the head 
nation. That is coming in the days 
just ahead of us, friends in radio- 
land. 

Aiready this period, “the times 
of the Gentiles,” has lasted some 
2,500 years. According tothe Word 
of God, this period will end when 


the Lord Jesus Christ returns to 
earth again, when He returns the 
second time in power and great 
glory; taking the reins of govern- 
ment and sitting upon the throne 
of His father, David. But before 
Christ returns, a time will come 
known as the Great Tribulation, 
when Israel, NOW fees

take place. All this was revealed 
by God to Daniel. 

God also revealed to Daniel Neb- 
uchadnezzar’s forgotten dream in 
chapter two. In recording the 
dream by interpretation, Daniel 
tells Nebuchadnézzar about the 
great world powers which shall 
arise. First, Babylon. Then after 
Babylon, Media-Persia, after Me- 
dia-Persia, Greece, and after 
Greece, Rome. All this-is in chap- 
ters 1-8. How I would like to take 
this part up with you some day. 

When we get to chapter nine, 
some seventy years have. elapsed 
between chapters 1-9. Daniel is 
then about eighty-eight years old. 
At the very opening.of the first 
of chapter nine, we find Daniel, the 
aged patriarch, searching the Scrip- 
ture, meditating upon the Word of 
God. Then we read in the 2nd verse 
of the ninth chapter of Daniel: 


“In the first year of his 

reign Daniel understood by 

‘ books the number of the years 

whereof the word of the Lord 

came to Jeremiah the prophet, 

that he would accomplish sev-

The Bible is infallibly correct. It 
is correct in science. It is accurate 
in history, and in every other mat- 
ter discussed. 

Bob Ingersoll talked about, ‘“‘the 
mistakes of Moses,” and I have 
heard even friends of the Bible say, 
“The Bible is not a book of sci- 
ence.”’ But infidels and timid Chris- 
tians are both wrong in this mat- 
ter. The Bible is a book of science. 
It plainly deals with many scien- 
tific matters. “And wherever the 
Bible mentions matters of science, 
it does it with absolute authority 
of the infallible Word of God. God 
made the world, and God made the 
Bible. So when God speaks, in the 
Bible, about the world which He 
made, He tells the exact truth. In 
fact, the Bible is the only abso- 
lutely scientific book in the world. 
All other books of science even- 
tually are outgrown and found out 
of date and inaccurate. Now cen- 
tury after century finds the Bible 
still infallibly correct. : 


When Jesus rose from the dead 
He walked on the road to Emmaus, 
unrecognized by the two sorrowing 
disciples who did not believe He 
had risen. Hear these words of 
our Saviour: 

“Then he said unto them, O 
fools, and slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the prophets have 
spoken: 

“Ought not Christ to have 
suffered these things, and to 
enter into his glory? 

“And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, he ex- 
pounded unto them in all the 
Scriptures the things concern- 
ing himself.”—- Luke 24:25-27. 
Jesus says that one is a fool ever 

to hesitate about believing all the 
Bible, all the prophets have spoken! 
And He speaks here of all of the 
Old Testament, beginning with the 
writings of Moses, that is, begin- 
ning with Genesis. Of course, what 
He said here iis equally true about 
the New Testament. However, most 
of the enemies of the Bible attack 
first the Old Testament. But Jesus 
says that any man is a fool who 
is slow to believe the Bible. 

To strengthen the faith of Chris- 
tians and to convince every honest 
doubter who may read this, I will 
give some examples of the abso- 
lute scientific accuracy of the Bi- 
ble. The only reason anybody does 
not believe the Bible is that they 
have not honestly investigated it, 
have not given God’s Word 3. 
chance to prove itself, as it will 
prove itself to every sincere, sur- 
rendered heart that intelligently in- 
vestigates it. 


"For the Life of the Flesh is in 


the Blood" (Leviticus 17:11): 


The Bible gives the most accu- 
rate, definite, brief statement of 


| the use of the blood in the body, 


which is absolutely scientific. Sci- 


entists have never been able to 


form a better statement. But the 
Bible made its scientific statement 


about 3,500 years ago, and science | 


has only discovered the use of the 
hlood in the last~-100 years! 

Leviticus 17:11 says: 

“For the life of the flesh is 

in the blood,” 
Leviticus 17:14 says: 
“For it is the life of all flesh; 
the blood of it is for the life 
thereof: therefore I said unto 
the children of Israel, Ye shall 
eat the blood of no manner of 
flesh: for the life of all flesh is 
the blood thereof... .” 

And before that, Genesis 9:4 
says: : 

“But flesh with the life 
thereof, which is the blood 
thereof, shall ye not eat.” 

The life is in the blood! 

It is the blood that carries on 
all the life processes of the body. 

It is the blood that absorbs the 
oxygen from the air in the lungs 
and carries this oxygen throughout 
the body. 

It is the, blood that collects the 
carbon dioxide and other wastes 
that are then discharged by the 
blood in the lungs, and breathed 
out of the body. 
It is the blood that collects di- 
gested food, takes it from the lit- 
tle cilia in the intestines and dis- 
tributes it in the various parts of 
the body. 


It is the blood that causes 
growth; builds new cells; grows 
bone, flesh; stores fat; makes hair, 
or nails. 


It is the blood that feeds and 
supports all the organs of the body. 
If the blood supply be cut off from 
an arm, that arm will immediately 
begin to die and rot. If the blood 
be not supplied to the scalp, the 
head becomes bald. 


It is blood that repairs the body. 
The blood can make new bone and 
knit the break together. The blood 
can close wounds and grow new 
flesh, new skin, and even new 
nerves. . 


It is the blood which fights dis- 
ease. We now know that infectious 
germs are destroyed by white cor- 
puscles in the blood and the pus 
from a sore is simply white cor- 
puscles that have been killed in 
this battle against the enemies of 
the body. 

The Life of the Flesh Is in 
the Blood! 

All nourishment, all growth, ail 
repair of tissues, all the fight 
against disease, within the body, is 
carried on by the blood. . 

If the body is to be immunized 
against certain diseases, it is the 
blood which must make it immune. 

If disease is about to overcome

last night were boys and men! 

Night before last I preached to 
a great attentive throng on “The 
Scarlet Sin — Adultery.” I 
preached earnestly and plainly, 
with many, many scriptures, for 
an hour and fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. I showed that as horrible as 
the scarlet sin is, all of us alike 
are sinners and only the: blood of 
Christ can keep us out of Héll. I 
pressed upon the hearts of all that 
the sin of all sins is the wicked 
rejection of Christ. An old. woman 
with gray hair held her hand for 
prayer and then came at once to 
claim the Saviour with many tears. 
At the second seat a young womay 
stood during the invitation and 
looked at me with” intent eyes, 
stricken with deep conviction. 
When I looked at her and held out 
my hand tears began to, down 
her face and she ca at once to 
take the Saviour. Three others 
claimed Christ as Saviour in the 
service and after it, and it was a 
sober, deeply concerned crowd that 
filed out of the big auditorium, and 
the conviction of that service led 
to others saved last night. More 
and more I am convinced that 
America needs shockingly plain 
preaching against sin. 

The next day in the boarding 
house where I- eat lunch the dear 
lady who was first saved came to 
me with joyful heart and said, ‘I 


_..am as happy as I can be! To think 
~ that I had to wait until I was 68 


years old to be really born again! 
I have gone to church all my life. 
I have been planning to do this a 
long time but it was always hard 
until last night and then it was 


y. « easy, I. go to the First Baptist 
~i. Church and now when Pastor 
~~ + White returns from his vacation I 


am going to join the church,” 

I learned that other Christians 
had talked to her when she was 
concerned about herself and said, 
“You are just nervous — don’t wor- 
ry, you are all right.” But, biess 
God, she knew what she needed 
and so did Jesus and he gave it 
to her when she trusted in Him. 

The other night a young girl 13 
or 14 years old was with her moth- 
er in the service. They drove in 
from Monroe, Wisconsin, for the 
service. She was a beautiful child 
with flaxen braids, blue eyes and 
rosy cheeks and a quick intelligent 
smile. I was told that she held her 
hand for prayer during the service 
very timidly, but I did not see it. 
When the service was ended she 
came at once to the platform with 
her mother and after a few mo- 
ments conversation, she readily 
and happily trusted Christ as Sav- 
iour. When I had shown her John 
5:24 and she had seen that accord- 
ing to the Scripture she had ever- 
lasting life and would never come 
into condemnation after trusting 
Christ I suggested that we have a 
prayer of thanksgiving and she 
prayed in about these words, “Dear 
Lord, I thank you that you came 
into this world and died to save me 
as well as other people, and that 
you have forgiven my sins.” It is 
a happy party that comes back 
to the services those twenty miles 
night after night. Last night her 
Sunday School teacher was in the 
party and she introduced him to 
me proudly. 

It is a matter of deep joy to me 
sto see people come many, many 
miles to the revival. From Water- 
loo, Iowa and from Racine, Wis- 
consin parties have driven more 
than 150 miles in different direc- 


tions; two people came nearly 1,000 | 


miles by rail to spend a few days 
in the services and others have 
come from Princeton, Lena, Dixon, 
Rockford, Sterling, and other Illi- 
nois towns; from Dubuque, Iowa, 
and a number of Wisconsin points. 
I am convinced that if preachers

the body, often the only remedy is 
a transfusion of blood. 

Certainly the Bible is exactly sci- 
entifically accurate when it says 
that “‘the life of the flesh is in the 
blood.”’.. e 

But remember that though the 
Bible has said so for about 3,500 
years, the scientists are just now 
finding it. out! 

For example, George Washing- 
ton died in 1799, 142 years ago. 
This greatest man in America, one 
of the greatest in world’s history, 
had a doctor called. The doctor bled 
Washington three times, and the 
last time took more than a quart 
of blood! From his sickness Wash- 
ington might have recovered if he 
had_had his blood. But the doctor, 
the scientist of his day, had not 
yet discovered what the Bible had 
been saying for many centuries. He 
did not know he was draining away 
the life of the father of his country 
into a bucket, when he took the 


off their coats and unbutton their 
collars and wade in at any cost to 
have revivals with old-fashioned 
preaching in big auditoriums, in 
tents and public halls, with much 
advertising, personal work, confes- 
sion and prayer, uniting all the 
Christian forces possible, that the 
common people would come to hear 
and be blessed. : 

The other night at the invitation 
time a young woman with sober 
face held her hand for prayer. She 
did not come during the invitation 
song and I wondered why. When I 
had another brother to lead the 
closing prayer I walked down the 
aisle and stopped to speak to her 
as she stood at the end of the seat. 
She admitted she was a sinner but 
seemed slow to trust the Saviour 
though deeply troubled. At last I 
felt led to ask her quietly, “Are 
you living in deep sin?” and she 
nodded her head soberly. Two love- 
ly young Christian women, work- 
ing girls, stood by quietly. They 
found that she had no home, had 
nowhere to stay, had no money, no 
hand bag, not an extra dress. Her 
mother was unsaved in a far away 
city; she has no father. One beau- 
tiful Christian girl said, “Tl buy 
you a room tonight. I'll help you 
all I can.’’ Two girls got together 
and took her that night to a fine 
Christian home and there kneeling 
in the front room with others she 
trusted Christ as her Saviour. 
When they took her to a rented 
room she asked that they pray 
again before they went and they 
did. The next morning her heart 
was still happy in the Lord and in 
two days she had secured a per- 
manent job. The second night after 
her conversion when an opportuni- 
ty for testimonies was given in the 
revival she stood with a shining 
face to tell of the new-found joy 
in her conversion and asked the 
congregation to pray for her un- 
saved mother. Privately she tola 
me she would send her mother the 
little booklet, “What Must I Do to 
be Saved?” and tell her mother of 
her own salvation. 


After the evening service Thurs- 
day might a group of us went to 
a Christian home to eat a gallon of 
ice cream and then spent a half 
hour in gospel singing and praise 
and prayer. As I took a car-load 
to their homes afterward this girl 


turned to one of her new-found 


friends and said that she had nev- 
er been in anything like that be- 
fore. - 


Let us never forget that the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ is for all the 
sinners in the world, big and little, 
no matter what the circumstances. 
We should expect the same kind of 
results today as the Lord Jesus 
Christ himself had and as the 
apostles had. The gospel is still the 
power of God to salvation to ev- 
eryone that believeth. 

“ This four weeks’ révival effort 
will close, God willing, next Sun- 
day, July 27. We hope for a great 
reaping in the eight days that re- 
main. 

Then I will spend four days, July 
29 to August 1, with Pastor George 
A. Palmer of the Morning Cheer 
Broadcast in Philadelphia. There 
will be each day a morning broad- 
cast, a noon service in the Morn- 
ing Cheer Auditorium which will 
also be broadcast, and then an eve- 
ning service in the big tent in Had- 
don Heights, New Jersey. Then I 
will return to Illinois for a 22-day 
tent revival, August 3 to 24 at 
Princeton.

blood from Washington’s veins. He 
foolishly thought that most illness- 
es were caused by too much blood. 
And practically all the scientists 
of bis day were agreed with that 
poor doctor. 

William Harvey had discovered 
that the arteries contained blood 
instead of air about 1628 and 
thought that the blood circulated, 
but had not proven it. Practically 
nothing was known of the life-sus- 
taining work of the blood until 
modern times. 

Lister, who first proved the pres- 
ence of germs and introduced the 
antiseptic system of modern sur- 
gery, died as recently as 1912. The 
scientists of George Washington's 


day did not know that the blood, | 


which is the life of the flesh, must 
destroy germs. 

Scientists have learned many 
things in the last century, but they 
have never yet caught up with the 
Bible. The Bible is absolutely sci- 
entifically accurate. The theory of 
a scientist may be out of date in 
ten years, though it be acclaimed 
from the housetops today. But the 
Word of God stands forever. ‘“The 
law of the Lord’ is perfect.” (Psa. 
1997). 

So Jesus says that one who is 
slow to believe the Bible is a fool. 


Bible Said World Is Round Cen- 
turies Before Scientists 
Discovered It. 


What a great hullabaloo there 
was among the scientists when 
some investigative and bold soul 
began to believe that the world was 
round, perhaps. a planet rotating 
and revolving around the sun! The 
scientific thinkers of his day had 
the Roman Catholic Church bring 
all the pressure it could against 
Galileo for the startling “heresy.’ 
When Columbus said the world was 
round and that he could reach In- 
dia by sailing westward, the sci- 
entific men of his day thought he 
was a crack-pot and a fool, and 
only when Magellan’s expedition 
sailed around the world, was it gen- 
erally believed that the earth was 
round. : é 

And yet strangely enough, these 
scientific facts, now so generally 
accepted and proven, were stated 
in the Bible thousands of years 
ago. The Bible clearly teaches that 
the world is round. 


Isaiah 40:22 says: 

“It is he that sitteth upon 
the circle of the earth, and the 
inhabitants thereof are as 
grasshoppers; that stretcheth 
out. the heavens as a curtain, 
and spreadeth them out as a 
tent to dwell in.” 


“THE CIRCLE OF THE 
EARTH.” Or more literally, “the 
roundness of the earth.” 

It is true that Isaiah 11:12 men- 
tions “the four corners of the 
earth.” But the word earth there 
means primarily the land, and the 
four corners simply refer to the 
four directions, the extreme limits 
of land, when the Lord says that 
He shall “gather together the dis- 
persed of Judah from the four cor- 
ners of the earth” (Isa. 11:12). 
And the Bible did not mean that 
the earth was flat, with four cor- 
ners, any more than modern speak- 
ers and writers mean the earth is 
flat when they speak of “the four 
corners of the earth.” or “‘the ends 
of the earth,” figures of speech 
ref referring to the fartherest 
extent of human. habitations on 
the earth. The Bible never does 
Say, never even intimates, that the 
earth is flat. No, the Bible through 
the centuries has plainly taught 
that the world is round. 


The Bible Pictures the Earth Sus- 
pended in Space Before Scientists 
Discover'that Fact - 


Not only does the Bible picture 
the earth as round, but pictures it, 
as a planet suspended in space, 
hung there by the hand of God! 
In Job 26:7 the Scripture says of 
God: “He stretcheth out the north 
over the empty place, and hangeth 
the earth upon nothing.” 


It was God who stretched infinite 
Space out beyond the empty space 
in the heavens which we may dis- 
cern on a starry night, by looking 
toward the North. And it was the 
same God who hung the earth upon 
nothing, and still holds it, a planet 
which turns on an invisible axis, 
a ball which travels in an intan- 
gible orbit about the sun, held in 
place only by the hands of God! 

Down through the years timid 


church people have been browbeat~ 
en. by the loud-voiced educators, 
the so-called scientists. How much 
wiser Christians would have been 
if they had taken the Bible from 
the beginning and believed every 
word of it. Then they would not 
have fallen into scientific error 
about this fundamental fact. The 
earth is a planet suspended in 
space, not a flat table land, sup- 
ported by elephants, or a giant tur- 
tle, with an underground river 
Styx, and stables for the sun char 
iot, as the wise men of the earth, 
‘the scientists’ of their day, once 
believed. 


The Rotation of the Earth, A Ball 
Out in Space, Clearly Pictured 
By Jesus Christ* 


Was Jesus Christ a_ scientist? 
Yes, for it was He Himself Who 
made the worlds (Heb. 1:2; Col. 1: 
16). So when Jesus made a state- 
ment involving scientific fact, that 
statement was always exactly and 
absolutely correct; and the Bible 
is the only infallible book of sci- 
ence in the world. 

For example, in Luke 17:34-36 
Jesus is discussing the time of His 
coming. There Jesus says: 


“IT tell you, in that night 
there shall be two men in one 
bed; the one shall be taken, 
and the other shall be left. 

“Two women shall be grind- 
ing together; the one shall be 
taken, and the other left. 

“Two men shall be in the 
field; the one shall be taken 
and the other left.’’ 


When Jesus comes, He said, on 
part of the earth it will be night, 
and two men will be in one bed 
and one will be taken and the 
other left (verse 34). On part of 
the earth it will be morning and 
two women will be grinding their 
meal for the day, and one will be 
taken and the other left (verse 35). 
In some parts of the earth men will 
be working in the field in day- 
time, and one will be taken and 
the other left (verse 36). 


But Christ’s coming will be like 
lightning. “As lightning cometh out 
of the east, and shineth even unto 
the west; so shall also the coming 
of the Son of Man be” (Matt. 24: 
27). It. will be even “in the twin- 
kling of, an eye” (I Cor. 15:52), 
that Jests will come to take away 
His own. And in that moment, it 
will be night on one part of the 
earth; morning on another part of 


the earth; and full day on another: 


part of the earth; Jesus said. How 
can that be? 


Why, Jesus simply knew that the 
earth is round and revolves con- 
tinually; that it is night on one 
part of the earth when it is day 
on another part of this round ball, 
and that the time, day or night, 
morning or evening, is simply de- 
termined by any given portion of 
the earth turning into the light of 
the sun on the east or away from 
it on the west. Christ’s statement 
about His second coming was made 
in the light of all the scientific 
facts. Even the background of the 
Bible is absolutely scientifically ac- 
curate. The Bible describes the 
earth as round, a planet hung out 
in. space, revolving on its axis. 


And the only reason anyone does 
not believe the Bible is that, as 
Jesus said, he is a “fool and slow 
of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have.spoken.”’ Any honest 
heart who earnestly investigates 
the Bible will find that it proves 
itself the very Word of God, differ- 
ent from all the other books in the 
world.. . 


The Bible Teaches the Earth Is One 
Among Many Planets 


Was Paul a@ scientist with mod- 
ern training? Had he looked 
through the giant telescopes with 
which modern scientists have dis- 
covered that the stars are not real- 
ly simply pin points of light, but 
are planets and suns, many of them 
far larger than this earth? Was 
Paul, I say, a modern scientist? 


No, but when Paul wrote certain | 


books of the Bible he was inspired 
of God. The God who made the 
world inspired Paul so that not a 
word would be inaccurate. So in 
Hebrews 1:2 Paul speaks of “the 
worlds.” He says that Christ has 


been appointed the heir of all} 
things and that God made the] 


worlds by Him. 

Is there more than one world? 
Yes. The scientists of Paul’s day 
did not know that. It is only in re- 
cent centuries that scientists have 


learned the truth about our solar | 


system, and other worlds. Scien- 
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tists in Patil’s day supposed the 
sun was a light which was carried 
across the heavens daily, and that 
the moon was also such a light, 
and that the stars were lights fash- 
ioned on a surface. They pictured 
the earth like a flat table, and the 
heavens like a bowl turned upside 
down over it. But the Bible, unlike 
other books, was written by divine 
inspiration; and so Paul was led to 
with absolute scientific ex- 
actness of “THE WORLDS.” 


The Inexorable Law that Blocks the 
Evolution Guess Is "After 
Their Kind" 


Biologists have long tried to 
make their foolish theory, their 
hodgepodge of guesses and spec- 
ulations called evolution, work. But 
one fact blocks them always. They 
are,unable to make any plant or 
animal cross the line from its own 
kind to another kind. Horses may 
be developed into Shetland ponies 
or giant Percheron draft stock, or 
thoroughbred racers, but they nev- 
er become cows or giraffs, or hip- 
popotamuses. Dogs may be devel- 
oped into bulldogs, greyhounds, 
poodles, or collies; but they cannot 


‘be made into cats nor pigs nor 


sheep. And if animals that are ob- 
viously of the same general family 
breed, like the horse and the don- 
key, then the resulting true hybrid, 
will not. reproduce itself. Millions 
and millions-of mules have been 
raised from the time of Solomon 
until now, but every one of them 
had to be a separate cross between 
the horse and the donkey. Not a 
single mule ever had a mule for a 
father or a mule for a mother. 
Mules do not reproduce. Publicity 
seekers have sometimes claimed to 
have a mule that could reproduce, 
but scientific investigation has al- 
ways proven it a false claim. It is 
as if, in trying to develop new spe- 
cies or kinds, one were going up 
against some immutable law. And 
that is true. 

In the plant world the word hy- 
brid is used very. loosely. A new 
kind of rose may be called a hy- 
brid rose, but actually it is not that. 
True hybrids would be plants or 
animals which result from the 
crossing of different kinds, not two 
kinds of horses, and not two kinds 
of roses, but of a horse and a don- 
key and of a rose and some other 
flower. Actually, true hybrids do 
not reproduce. When you cross a 
certain line of kinship it is impos- 
sible to carry development further. 

Scientists are learning a little of 
why this is so. Cell structure is 
different in different animals and 
even in plants. The hereditary char- 
acteristics are carried by little 
things called chromosomes. Differ- 
ent animals have a different num- 
ber of chromosomes, And there is 
a fundamental difference in the 
blood of a man and the blood of a 
gorilla, for instance, which makes 
it impossible to cross them. 


Here is a scientific fact which 
balked all the dreams of people 
who for many decades now have 
been looking for “the missing link.” 
There is no missing link between 
man and animals. There never was 
and there never will be any miss- 
ing link, because God has set a 
certain immutable law that both 
plants and animals.are to bring 
forth only after their kind. There 
may be variations within the spe- 
cies, or within the immediate kind. 
Roses may be developed larger, or 
of different color and habit of 
growth; ‘'they“are still roses. Hors- 
es may vary in color or size, but 
they are still horses. 


The guesses of the evolutionists 


er yet proven a single case of ev-

They have never yet found a single 
case, a known case, where an en- 
tirely new kind of animal or plant 
has originated from another kind 
of animal or plant.

This was found in Jeremiah. And 


, Since Daniel was reading that the 


”- 


seventy years captivity was about 


to close, and that the seventy years 
had already come to pass since 
they were led captive into Baby- 
lon and hadn’t Jeremiah spoken 
God’s Word? —well Daniel, be- 
cause he believed what was spoken 
by the prophet, was led to prayer. 
And from verses 3 to 19 in chapter 
9, we have one of the greatest 
prayers ever uttered, that is, re- 
corded in the Scripture. 

Beloved friends, I want to drive 
home here this point. Here is an 
important point. Daniel knew by 
Jeremiah 25:11, that the seventy 
years was ending and what hap- 
pened was this: the Spirit of God 
moved him to prayer. Now you and 
I, members of the body of Christ, 
born again, know from God’s Word 
what signs are coming to pass, tell- 
ing us of the close of this time 
called “the times of the Gentiles,’ 
and we are being - permitted to 
see some of these signs coming 
to pass, being fulfilled before our 
very eyes. Now these signs of the 
times are clearly revealed in God’s 
Word. Surely the closing day of 
the “times of the Gentiles” is up- 
on us. And if Daniel was moved 
to prayer, knowing the seventy 
years captivity was about to close, 
how much more we this side of the 
cross, knowing we are nearing the 
Lord’s return and the end of this 
dispensation, the age of grace — 
how much more we, then, His 
children, ought to be moved to 
prayer. That is the point.. And I 
believe from the response coming 
in from all over the country, Can- 
ada, the United States, and the 
Islands of the sea, that. the Spirit 


of God is moving upon His chil- | 


dren as never before, to pray. Tre- 


mendous events are now in the 


making. I tell you the time of spir- 
itual captivity and bondage —“For 
we know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain to- 
gether until now’’—the time of our 
spiritual bondage, that is, this body 
of our humiliation, is about to end, 
and we, like Daniel of old, should 
go to prayer! 

And so since Daniel was led to 
pray and his prayer is recorded, 
let us study the mountain peak, 
the outstanding points of that 
prayer. | 

Verses 3-19. Here these chief 
points are. I will just quickly give 
them to you. First, Daniel’s con- 
fession of his sin and of Israel’s 
sin. Second, Daniel acknowledged 
the justice of God’s 
Third, Daniel sought forgiveness. 
Fourth, Daniel pleaded for his be- 
loved city, Jerusalem. And the fifth 
point is this, all of his supplica- 
tions were based upon this one 
theme, a desire for God's glory.

higher animals came from lower 
animals, or that animals and plants 
came from the same single cell or- 
iginally; is all foolish supposition 
without a single scientific fact to 
back it! That doctrine has never 
gotten beyond a hypothesis, a sup- 
position, a guess. Honest scientists 
do not claim that it is more than 
that. When anybody tells you that 
“evolution is a proven fact’ he 
shows himself to be an ignoramus, 
parroting something he has read. 
He is not a working scientist. He 
has not made wide-scale investiga- 
tion. He is not an open-minded 
scholar. The uncrossable boundary 
lines between species is now be- 
coming recognized widely as an in- 
escapable fact. 


But the Bible, in the very first 
chapter of Genesis, has expressed 
that law as clearly as it could pos- 
sibly be expressed by any scien- 
tist. Genesis 1:11, 12 says: 


“And God said, Let the earth 
bring. forth grass, the herb 
yielding seed, and the fruit tree 
yielding FRUIT AFTER HIS 
KIND, whose seed is in itself, 
upon the earth: and it was so. 

“And the earth brought 
forth grass, and herb, yielding 
SEED AFTER HIS KIND, and 
the tree yielding fruit, whose 
seed was in itself, AFTER HIS 
KIND: and God saw that it 
was good. 

And what the Lord said here 
about ‘trees, herbs, and grass, he 
says further over in the chapter 
about every kind of created thing. 
In verse twenty-one we are told: 

“And God created great 
whales, and every living crea- 
ture that moveth, which the 
waters brought forth abun- 
dantly, AFTER THEIR KIND, 
and every winged fowl AFTER 
HIS KIND: and God saw that 
it was good.” 

Again in verses twenty-four and 
twenty-five of that first chapter of 
Genesis, we are told: 

‘“‘And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature 
AFTER HIS KIND, cattle, and 
creeping thing, and beast of 
the earth AFTER HIS KIND; 
and it was so. 

“And God made the beast of 
the earth AFTER HIS KIND, 
and cattle AFTER THEIR 
KIND, and every thing that 
creepeth upon the earth AF- 


TER HIS KIND: and God saw 
that it was good.” 


the first chapter in the Bible God 
says that trees, grass, herbs, fish, 
creeping things, cattle, that is, ev- 
ery living thing is to reproduce on- 
ly after one law. Each is to repro- 


single reliable scientist in the world 
can deny that inexorable law of 
God. 

Living things do not bring forth 
according to exact identity, but af- 
ter their own kind always.

The name of this port at once 
brings to mind the word of the Lord 
addressed to Simon and Andrew 
when He found them ‘“‘casting a net 
into the sea.” “He saith unto 
them, Follow Me, and I will make 
you fishers of men.” Precious: it is 
to learn that, without a word as to 
delay, they “straightway left their 
nets and followed Him” (Matt. 4: 
17-20). 

It is a weighty truth, often I 
fear forgotten in this pushing, rest- 
less age, that the great business 
of those already saved should be 
to bring others to Christ. Alas, 
alas, the indifference as to this 
among many of the people of God 
is most appalling! The Fish Gate 
is closed, or fallen in ruins, and 
there are no devoted “sons of 
Hasenaah’”’ who are enough in 
earnest about the condition of the 
lost to build it up again. Is it not 
a shame, a crying shame, that it 
should ever be true of saints going 
to heaven, that they are uncon- 
cerned about sinners going to hell? 
And God has said, “He that with- 
holdeth ‘corn, the people shall curse 
him.” 7 


Oh, the heartlessness of it! Souls 
perishing under one’s very eyes, 
and no voice raised to proclaim 
God’s message of love to the lost! 
Brothers, sisters, be honest with 
God! Face the question in His 
presence, What are you doing for 
souls? Will friends, neighbors, rel- 
atives, rise up in that day and say, 
“I lived beside him for years; he 
knew I was going to hell; he never 
warned me, nor told me of a way 
of escape.” I beseech you, don’t 
turn it aside with pious éxpressions 
about “So much fleshly energy,” 
and “the need of building up the 
saints.” Words like these from men 
who lift not a finger to keep others 
from going down to eternal ruin, 
are disgusting indeed; yea, they are 
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worse; they are actually wicked 
and abhorrent in the ears of Him 
who saith, “He that is wise winneth 
souls”. (R.V.). 


Build up the Fish Gate, brethren, 
go out after the lost, and bring 
them inside the wall, where, hav- 
ing been saved, they will be cared 
for and helped in the things of 
God. 


I know all have not the same 
gift; all cannot preach to thou-. 
sands. But surely it is not gift that 
is lacking so much as grace. It 
takes no special gift to distribute 
gospel tracts, or speak a loving 
word in ‘season to needy souls. If 
you have “gift” enough to spend 
hours talking about the weather, 
or the various questions of do- 
mestic, business, or political life, 
you have all the gift that is need- 
ed to drop a tender, warning mes-. 
Sage in the ear of a careless one, 
or to point an anxious person to 
Christ. 


Let none shirk this work, for the 
day of manifestation draws on 
apace. Then His eyes that are as a 
flame of fire will pierce into every 
hidden. motive, every unworthy, 
selfish thought, and bring all to 
light. In verse 4 we read of three 
who repaired the stretch of wall 
adjoining the Fish Gate, and then 
we read of the Tekoites; and the 
Holy Ghost has noted that “their 
nobles put not their necks to the 
work of their Lord” (verse 5). 
They will have to face this record 
at the judgment seat of Christ; and 
I fear there are some God-made, 
and many. self-made ‘nobles’ 
among the people of the Lord to- 
day who manifest as gross indif- 
ference to the work of God.

words, toward Jerusalem because 
they mean everything. Now Jeru- 
Salem in the olden times and in the 
Old Testament days with its tém- 
ple worship, represented God’s per- 
sonal presence among His people 
there in the temple or tabernacle. 
So Daniel’s setting his face unto 
the Lord God, that is, toward Jer- 
usalem, signified his having a de- 
sire for communion and fellowship 
with God. In looking toward Jeru- 
salem, Daniel no doubt remembered 
at the entrance of the temple, a 
brazen altar upon which was burn- 
ing sacrifices, continually burning, 
reminding him the approach to God 
must be on the basis of the burnt 
Sacrifice of one dying in his stead, 
that the way of approach is on the 
basis of the shed blood. 


Now you remember Jonah, down 
in the fish, riding around there in 
that submarine ride, came to the 
end of himself, and we find that 
in Jonah 2:7 he said, “When my 
soul fainted within me I remem- 
bered the Lord: and my prayer 
came in unto thee, into thine holy 
temple.” 


And he, by faith, looked toward 
the brazen altar, the sacrificial of- 
ferings upon the brazen altar, there 
at Jerusalem. And he knew that 
if he was to be restored, he must 
come by the blood sprinkled way. 
Christ, our passover, is slain for 
us. “If we confess our sins, He 
is faithful and just to forgive our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” “If we walk in the 
light, as he is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another, and 
the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” (I Jno. 
p Ae ee § 

Let me tell you something. Sin 
separates a man from God. In Gen- 


esis 3:8, after sin entered into the.~ 


garden of Eden, we find these 
words, “They heard the voice of 
the Lord God walking in the gar- 
den in the cool of the day.” When 
Adam sinned, he turned his face 
away from God, and every unre- 
generated man, every natural man, 
listen tonight, your face is away 
from God. You are on the broad 
road to destruction that leadeth 
to everlasting punisnment. 


Again, in the fourth chapter of 
Genesis, speaking about Cain, he 
said this, speaking back to the 
Lord, “From thy face shall I be 
hid; and I shall be a fugitive and 
a vagabond in the earth.” And 
when Cain, the murderer, went out 
from the presence: of God, he 
turned his back upon the God of 
mercy and his face was set away 
toward darkness, separation and 
blackness forever! Now notice. 
When the prodigal son came to 
his father one morning (This is a 
lesson on fellowship, not on rela- 
tionship; even though he was out 
in a far country, he was still the 
father’s son) he came to his father 
and said, “Give me the portion of 


*goods that falleth to me, my in- 


heritance,” and he went out into 
a far country. What happened? He 
turned his back upon his father 
and set his face toward the foreign 
land. The story goes on, and when 
he came to himself, he said, “I 
will arise and go back. I have 
sinned,” and the moment that he 
turned his face back toward the 
father’s home, listen, abundant 
grace was his. Oh, it is marvelous: 

Now notice this. This side of 
Calvary since Christ, our passover, 
has been slain for us, we have a 
new and living way through the 
veil, unto the throne of grace. 

When'we set our face to seek 
the Lord we find these words, for 
our comfort: 

“Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holi- 
est by the blood of Jesus, 

“By a new and living way, 
which he hath consecrated for 
us, through the veil, that is to 
say, his flesh; a 

_“And having an high priest 
over the house of God; : 
~ “Let us draw near with a 
true heart in full assurance of 
» faith, having our hearts sprin- 
kled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with 
pure water.” 
And one of the finest ways to be

sackcloth, and ashes. Oh, listen at 
the 4th verse, “And I prayed unto 
the Lord my God.” I like the next 
few words, “And made my con- 
fession.” He didn’t talk about Bill, 
Henry or John Jones, and what 
they had done. He didn’t look at 
somebody else’s sin, but he per- 
sonally made his confession. I want 
to say this right now, one of the 
greatest keys to unlock the store- 
house of prayer is in the presence 
of God, in the secret place of con- 
fession where you just lay every- 
thing before God and ask the Holy 
Spirit to put His finger upon the 
thing that is breaking fellowship 
and communion and make your 
confession. Perhaps you have had 
a pretty slippery tongue. Perhaps 
you have twisted under your 
tongue some sweet morsel of gos- 
sip. Perhaps you have tried to stir 
up strife among brethren. Perhaps 
you said something critical, harsh, 


biting, bitter about someone — lis- | 
ten, get down on your knees and 


ask God to forgive you. 

Then notice Daniel, what he did. 
He’ said, “I made my confession 
and said, O Lord, the great and 
dreadful God, keep the covenant 
and mercy to them that love him.” 
He appeals to the faithfulness of 
God. There is a great storehouse of 
mercy unto them that love Him. 
Notice verse 5. He didn’t say, “I 
have sinned” or “Israel has sinned,” 
but he said, ““We have sinned,” and 
I do not know of any recorded sin 


against Daniel in the Bible. He 
lived, as far as the outward man 
is concerned, a perfect life. The 
first chapter tells us he was with- 
out blemish. Daniel was a wonder- 
ful type of the sinless, spotless Son 
of God, without spot and blemish, 
but he had to say and did say, ‘““We 
have sinned.’”’ And I want to tell 
you there is hope for America, and 
hopé for Canada and hope for the 
nations of the earth when we get 
down on our knees and look up to 
the God of mercy and say, “We 
have sinned and have committed 
iniquity and have done wickedly 
and have rebelled even by depart- 
ing from thy precepts and from 
thy judgments: Neither have we 


hearkened unto thy servants the}. 


prophets, which spake in thy name 
to our kinds, our prices, and our 
fathers, and to all the people of 
the land.” ° 

Disobedience, and after confes- 
sion, acknowledge you have not 
walked in the light of His Word 
and lived up te the precepts of the 
Bible. 

I want to say now, that if ev- 
ery one who names the name of 
Christ would: live in obedience af- 
ter making confession, and live ac- 
cording to what God has said, there 
will be a revival break out over this 
land that would startle the nation. 
Now I say that on the authority of 
God’s Word. “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall hum- 
ble themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their wick- 
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ed ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land.”” Why don’t 
we do it? Instead of talking about 
it, do it! For faith without works 
is dead. 

And then the 7th verse of Daniel 
said, “O Lord, righteousness be- 
longeth unto thee, but unto us con- 
fusion of faces,” and how men’s 
hearts are failing for fear today! 
Oh, the perplexity vesmeng ! nations. 
There is no way out! want to 
tell you there is a way up and that 
is through Christ, who is the way, 
the truth and the life. And darker 
the hour, the more the Words glow 
and shine through the dark hours 
when we meet the conditions. . 
Then from the 16th to the 19th 
verse. here is another item in the 
prayer life. Supplication is part of 
the prayer. Let me tell you some- 
thing; the effectual fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much. 
And to be effectual you must first 
of all confess your sin and turn 
away from those sins and be obe- 
dient to the Word of God, and then 
after being effectual, God says the 
fervent prayer, and that is suppli- 
cation. And notice verse 16. Here 
is where supplication comes in: 

“O Lord, according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, 
let thine anger and thy fury 
be turned away from*thy city 

Jerusalem, thy holy mountain: 

because for our sins, and for 

the iniquities of our fathers, 

Jerusalem, and thy people are 
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become a reproach to all that 
are about us.” 


‘“‘Now therefore, O our God, 
hear the prayer of thy servant, 
and his supplications, and 
cause thy face to shine upon 
thy sanctuary that is desolate, 
for the Lord’s sake. 


“O my God, incline thine ear, 
and hear; open thine eyes, and 
behold our desolations, and the 
city which is called by thy 
name: for we do not present 
‘our supplications before thee 
for our righteousness, but for 
thy great mercies.” 


Then verse 19 is the climax of 
the prayer: “O Lord, hear; O Lerd, 
forgive; O Lord, hearken and do’”’ 
(and right there we have the Trin- 
ity, God the Father, God the Son, 
and God the Holy Spirit) defer 
not, for thine own sake, O my God: 
for thy city and thy people are 
called by thy name.” 


I want to say this in closing 
while the quartette sings, “Won- 
derful Words of Life,” listen, 
Ameriea is forgetting God, lovers 
of pleasures, more than lovers of 
God. And America is going down 
the path just as sure as I stand 
before this microphone unless 
America turns back to God. Oh, 
may every one in the sound of my 
voice determine to confess his or 
her sin and be obedient to the 
Word, forsaking their sin and ask- 
ing God to forgive. Let us bow our 
heads in prayer. : 
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
